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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-38 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 14, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method for either calibrating an interferometer optics for 
measuring optical surfaces (claim 1), or for processing a substrate having an optical surface 
(claim 14), in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claims. 

With further regard to the above claims, the prior art of record fails to disclose or render 
obvious the method comprising the taking of four interferometric measurements, these 
measurements including reflecting light off of a reference surface and a first measurement off of 
one side of the second surface of a first substrate, a second measurement off the other side of the 
second surface of a first substrate, a third measurement off of a surface of a second substrate, and 
a fourth measurement off of the same surface of the second substrate after the measurement 
beam transmits through the first substrate, and then using these four measurements to either 
determine optical properties of the interferometer optics (claim 1) or deviations of the surface 
from a target surface shape, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claims.
